‘Clayton’s Sinclair 
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Farm Credit Needs 
Constantly Growing 


The Florida farmer and grower 
has always,required considerable 
credit, since the:production of such 
crops as citrus and yegetables re- Í 
quires a heavy outlay for fertiliz-} 
ers, spray materials and labor. But 
farmers generally today must have 
more credit than eyer before, and 
the need for farm credit is con- 
stantly rising. 

Robert A. Darr, president of the 
Federal Intermediate Credit Bank 
of Columbia, which makes produc- 
tion loans in Florida, predicted re- 
cently. that credit needs in 1970 
will be 40 percent higher than they 
are now. Costs generally are rising 
and the. more “built-in maid ser- 
vice” a producer must supply, the 
higher will be his expenses. The 
credit man forsees a need for 
short-term credit to be five or six 
years, rather than one or two years 
or less. 

“The future commercial farm 
will be so large that it will not be 
possible for the average man ` tọ 
pay for it in a lifetime,” he predict- 
ed. Thus he sees the coming of 
some type of corporation farming, 
where ownership of the farm’ will 
not have to be paid for by one man 
during his life. Farming will be- 


rather than a way of life. The fam- 
ily farm will continue to decline. 

Farmers now obtain credit from 
both federal and private sources. 
The Farm Credit Administration 
of Columbia includes the federal 
agencies making mortgage, pro- 
duction and cooperative loans here. 
Mr. Darr emphasizes that these 
federal agencies do not loan fed- 
eral money—they issie debentures 
and borrow money to loan, as well 
as use money supplied by their own 
farmer members. 

Both Mr. Darr and others are 
pointing to the fact that farm land 
prices have risen for. the-past sev- 
eral years while net farm income 
has been declining. This has 
brought about an unfavorable re- 
lation between net farm income 
and cost of land and made it more 
difficult to pay for Inad out of the 
farm income obtained ‘from the 
land: * w 

To those who. would be concern- 
ed about a possible shortage of 
farm land, Mr. Darr pointed to the

Needless Losses In 
Handling Livestock 
Cause Heavy Waste 


GAINESVILLE — Handling 
losses are still bleeding profits 
from the livestock industry, ac- 
cording to Dr. R. L. Reddish, asso- 
ciate animal industrialist with the 
Floridą Agricultural Extension 
Service. 


These losses include killed, crip-| § 


pled and bruised animals, transit 
shrinkage and loss of. bloom. 

Dr. Reddish says a conservative 
estimate by Livestock Conserva- 
tion, Inc., places the per head-loss 
for beef animals at 60 cents or $50 
million annually and the loss for; 
hogs at about $7 million. | 

The specialist lists several sug- 
gestions for reducing shipping ana | 
handling losses of livestock, 

“Outlaw clubs, whips and other 
bruise ‘causing persuaders. Use 
canvas slappers and use them 
sparingly. Eliminate protruding 
nails, bolts and’ broken boards in / 
trucks, pens and chutes.. Remove 
stumps, posts and machinery that 
will cause bruises from feedlots. 

“Bed the truck properly. Have 
trucking equipment in good order. 
Load carefully, taking it slow and 
easy. Rough handling ig an expen- 
sive way to speed up loading and 
unloading. Use partitions to pre- 
vent fighting, trampling and suffo- 
cation. 

“Protect cattle from the weath- 
er. Provide ventilation. Drive care- 
fully, avoiding sudden stops, sharp 
turns and quick starts. Check the 
load frequently.” 

With these suggestions in mind, 
adds the specialist, most losses in 
handling čattle can be easily pre- 
vented, insuring an increase in cat- 
tle profits. |

TALLAHASSEE—State Comp- 
troller Ray E. Green says collec- 
tious from state sales, gasoline'and 
racing taxes increased during the 
last fiscal year. 


Green reported that the sales tax! 


produced $171,417,065 during the 
12 months ended June 30. This was 
$200,000 more than prediction: 
made last May by state finance 
officers. 

Gasoline tax collections 
fiscal year totaled $119,688,000, a 
gain of about 6.29 per cent for the 
year. This money is’ used to build 
roads. 

The income from the state rac- 
ing tax is split equally among the 
67 counties. Each county this year 
got $188,700 from the state’s race 
tracks: Hialeah, Gulfstream, Trop- 
ical and Sunshhine Park. Receipts 
this year showed an increase of 5.8 
per cent in race track taxes over
